Brian said the idea is to 
provide all California .is with the 
same level of health care, 
basing its cost on the recipient’s 
ability to pay. 
In other words, he said, the 
poor would receive free health 
services, but those who can 
afford it would pay the in­ 
surance premiums. 
Brian said this would reach 
about 800,000 persons who now 
are poor. 
The idea was ninted at last 
week by Reagan in a speech at 
Anaheim when he said the 
average Californian spends $247 
a year for health needs — from 
aspirin to operations — but the 
taxpayer also supports the 
Medi-Cal recipient who receives 
an average of $518 a year in 
benefits.

Kings, Presidents Gather In Cairo 
For Gamal Abdel Nasser Funeral 


By MICHAEL GOLDSMITH 
CAIRO (AP) — Kings and 
presidents are gathering in 
Cairo for Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
state funeral Thursday, but the 
fallen Egyptian president’s 
cortege will belong to the people. 
The government requisitioned 
Cairo’s major hotels to house the 
dignitaries, who began arriving 
Tuesday night. Millions of 
Nasser’s subjects also poured 
into the city and its suburb, 
Kubbem, where his body lay in 
state in the presidential palace 
and will be buried in a public 
mosque. 
Cairo Radio said the funeral 
procession will begin at the old 
revolutionary headquarters on 
Gezira Island in the Nile River 
and will end at the mosque, five 
miles from Kubbah Palace. 
The high-ranking foreigners 


— the United States will be 
represented by a five-man 
delegation headed by Secretary 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare Elliot Richardson — 
will march across Kasr el Nil 
Bridge into Cairo, through 
Liberation Square and onto the 
premises of the Arab Socialist 
Union, by Nasser’s decree the 
only political party in Egypt. 
There the heads of state and 
official representatives will 
withdraw, and the mourning 
Arab multitudes will take the 
procession through areas which 
Nasser had developed early in 
his reign to symbolize change in 
Egyptian life. 
Burial will be at Manshiet el 
Bakary Mosque, built with 
public donations two years ago. 
Nasser himself contributed to 
the project. 


According 
to 
Moslem 
tradition, Nasser’s interment 
should have been within 24 hours 
of his death Monday at the age of 
52. It was delayed to allow 
representatives 
of 
foreign 
governments to arrive. 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin of 
the Soviet Union, Nasser’s most 
prominent patron during the last 
few years, was among the first 
to arrive. Weeping as he left his 
plane, he was embraced by 
Anwar 
Sadat, 
the 
acting 
Egyptian president, and Gen. 
Mohammed 
Fawzi, 
com­ 
mander-in-chief of E gypt’s 
military, their eyes reddened by 
tears. 
Sadat, one of two military 
officers remaining in power of 
the seven who overthrew King 
Faouk and set up the republic in

Teham a County Planning 
Commission Chairman Lloyd 
Countryman was apparently a 
little premature last week when 
he told the board of supervisors 
that the death of planning 
director William White had 
thrown his office into a state of 
confusion. 


Form er 
county 
planning 
consultant Jam es Campbell 
appeared before the board 
yesterday 
at 
the 
board’s 
request, and said he was very 
much 
im pressed with 
the 
smooth operation of the county 
planners office under the cir­ 


cum stances. “ The office is 
rolling 
along 
very 
w ell,” 
Campbell told supervisors, “The 
people have all pitched in to 
keep it going. I was quite im­ 
pressed. There has been no 
holdup in the processing of 
people’s applications.” 


Following the sudden death of 
Mr. White while he was on a 
fishing trip, Countryman urged 
the board of supervisors to 
advertise immediately for a new 
county planner since the office 
was in such confusion. It was 
then that the board decided to 
ask Campbell if he would be 


willing to take over White’s 
duties on a part-time basis until 
a new planner could be secured. 
“I can put in whatever time is 
needed up here,” Campbell said, 
“At the time of the regular 
planning commission meetings, 
I will come a day early.” 
Supervisor Chairman Rudy 
Brodnansky said, “Mrs. Peters 
and Mrs. Skeels were upset after 
Countryman came in here and 
said the office was in a state of 
confusion.” 


Pat Peters was the planning 
deputy clerk until recently and 
has been transferred to the flood 


control and building department 
office. She was replaced in the 
county planners office by Hazel 
Skeels. 
At yesterday’s meeting, the 
board decided to hire Campbell 
on an interim basis, at a pay 
comparable to White’s.

Behavior-Modifying 
Drugs Claimed To 
Be Perfectly Safe 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)

Government specialists have 
told a House privacy sub­ 
com m ittee 
that 
behavior- 
modifying drugs are apparently 
medically sound and perfectly 
safe for treating certain lear­ 
ning disabilities in school 
children. 
But the congressional sub­ 
committee also heard testimony 
Tuesday from witnesses who 
com plained that school ad­ 
ministrators in Omaha, Neb. 
and Little Rock, Ark., had 
pressured parents to allow drug 
treatment for their overactive 
youngsters. 
Harvard lecturer John Holt, 
author of the book “ How 
Children Fail” said that “lively, 
curious, energetic children” 
may be so bored by classrooms 
they become fidgety and are 
mistakenly given drugs to quiet 
them in class. 
Rep. Cornelius E. Gallagher, 
D-N. J., chairman of the sub­ 
committee looking into the use 
of stimulant drugs to change 
children’s behavior patterns, 
said he remains skeptical of the 
merits of such drugs.

National Institute of Mental 
Health clinical psychologist, 
estim ated 150,000 to 200,000 
children are being treated with 
drugs by their doctors to try to 
make them calmer and improve 
their classroom work.

academy's cancer committee. 


He reported his findings 


Tuesday to the annual con- 
vention of the academy, which is 
in the process of changing its 
name to the American Academy 
of Family Physicians. 


T Bush said cancer of the 


cervix, or neck of the womb, is 
the second leading cause of 
cancerous 
death 
among 


American women. Detected 


early, cervical cancer can be 
controlled in many cases, but 
because of tardy diagnosis some 
10,000 will die from it this year, 
he said. 


The tool of the five-year 


campaign was the Pap test, in 
which a srauar is taken from the 
cervix, and a 
stain and 


microscopic 
examination 


discloses abnormalities in cells. 
A biopsy of actual tissue then 
can confirm whether cancer is 
present. 


Until recently, Bush reported, 


many family doctors and far 
more of their patients remained 
unconvinced that this quick and 
simple procedure was reliable. 
The five-year project clearly 
establishes the Pap test as a 
reliable tool of cancer control, 
he said. 


Out of 20,000 suspicious cases, 


biopsies confirmed cancer in 
3,602 cases.

He reported his findings 
Tuesday to the annual con­ 
vention of the academy, which is 
in the process of changing its 
name to the American Academy 
of Family Physicians. 
T Bush said cancer of the 
cervix, or neck of the womb, is 
the second leading cause of 
cancerous 
death 
among 
American women. Detected 


early, cervical cancer can be 
controlled in many cases, but 
because of tardy diagnosis some 
10,000 will die from it this year, 
he said. 
The tool of the five-year 
campaign was the Pap test, in 
which a smear is taken from the 
cervix, 
and 
a 
stain 
and 
m icroscopic 
exam ination 
discloses abnormalities in cells. 
A biopsy of actual tissue then 
can confirm whether cancer is 
present. 
Until recently, Bush reported, 
many family doctors and far 
more of their patients remained 
unconvinced that this quick and 
simple procedure was reliable. 
The five-year project clearly 
establishes the Pap test as a 
reliable tool of cancer control, 
he said. 
Out of 20,000 suspicious cases, 
biopsies confirmed cancer in 
3,602 cases.

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Historical Town Of Shasta 
Now Area For Recreation 


Indian raids and hangings are 


among the dramatic events that 
shaped the history of the old 
mining town of Shasta, now a 
State Historical Monument 
located on Highway 299 in the 
foothills about six miles west of 
Redding. 


Brick ruins with iron doors 


border the highway. Old frame 
houses, once the homes of 
pioneers and still used as 
residences, are scattered back 
from the highway, hidden 
among fig trees, manzanita and 
chapparal. 


Shasta is the oldest town in the 


far northern part of California 
and was once the seat of Shasta 
County. Its brick courthouse has 
been restored and is used as an 
art gallery, 
museum and 


monument headquarters. An 
immaculate stagecoach used by 
the Northern Trinity Stage Co. 
stands on the front porch. Inside 
are pictures, exhibits and relics 
of the past. The courtroom, 
sheriff's office, jail and back- 
porch 
gallows 
have 
been 


restored. 


Gold was discovered in 1848, 


miners flocked in and it became 
an important distribution center 
for supplies to the vast mining 


empire of Trinity, Scott and 
Salmon rivers. Over 2,000 mules 
trudged back and forth over the 
mountains, hauling supplies to 
the northern mines and gold 
back to town. 


In 1850 the name was changed 


to Shasta and it became the 
county seat. Fires in 1852 and 
1853 destroyed the business 
center. The brick shells are all 
that remain of the town after the 
1878 fire that swept both sides of 
Main Street. 


During the early years of 


Shasta, Indians raided the 
mining camp and warriors 
decked out in paint and feathers 
danced in the main street. 
Several headstones 
in the 


hillside cemeteries bear the 
inscription "Killed by Indians." 


The decline of Shasta began in 


the late 1850's when the Central 
Pacific Railroad decided to run 
its rails into Redding instead of 
Shasta and the gold mines began 
to fail. 


Another boom is now going on 


just up the road from the old 
town of Shasta. Whiskey town 
Reservoir flanks the main high- 
way. This is part of the Trinity 
River Project, and serves as a 
catch basin for surplus water 
that must be diverted awav 


from the main Trinity Lake 
basin. 


Its creation wiped out the last 


remains 
of 
Whiskeytown, 


another relic of the 1850's. 


Sailboaters favor the waters 


of Whiskeytown Reservoir 
which also has good swimming 
beaches and boat launching 
ramps for pleasure boating and 
for fishermen who go after the 
planted rainbow and brown 
trout and large and smallmouth 
black bass. 


Whiskeytown dam is an earth 


and rockfill dam that rises 281 
feet from the creek bottom. 


Campers will find Oak Bottom 


campgrounds, 13 miles west of 
Redding on SSR 229, one of the 
favorite spots for putting up a 
tent. The 20 acres provides 97 
tent sites and is located in the 
Whiskeytown-Shasta-Tnnity 
National Recreation Area.

Peace Hopes Dimmed 
By Nasser's Death

Indian raids and hangings are 
among the dramatic events that 
shaped the history of the old 
mining town of Shasta, now a 
State H istorical Monument 
located on Highway 299 in the 
foothills about six miles west of 
Redding. 
Brick ruins with iron doors 
border the highway. Old frame 
houses, once the homes of 
pioneers and still used as 
residences, are scattered back 
from 
the highway, 
hidden 
among fig trees, manzanita and 
chapparal. 


Shasta is the oldest town in the 
far northern part of California 
and was once the seat of Shasta 
County. Its brick courthouse has 
been restored and is used as an 
a rt 
gallery, 
museum 
and 
m onument headquarters. An 
immaculate stagecoach used by 
the Northern Trinity Stage Co. 
stands on the front porch. Inside 
are pictures, exhibits and relics 
of the past. The courtroom, 
sheriff’s office, jail and back- 
porch 
gallows 
have 
been 
restored. 
Gold was discovered in 1848, 
miners flocked in and it became 
an important distribution center 
for supplies to the vast mining 


empire of Trinity, Scott and 
Salmon rivers. Over 2,000 mules 
trudged back and forth over the 
mountains, hauling supplies to 
the northern mines and gold 
back to town. 
In 1850 the name was changed 
to Shasta and it became the 
county seat. Fires in 1852 and 
1853 destroyed the business 
center. The brick shells are all 
that remain of the town after the 
1878 fire that swept both sides of 
Main Street. 
During the early years of 
Shasta, Indians raided the 
mining cam p and w arriors 
decked out in paint and feathers 
danced in the main street. 
Several headstones in the 
hillside cemeteries bear the 
inscription “Killed by Indians.” 
The decline of Shasta began in 
the late 1850’s when the Central 
Pacific Railroad decided to run 
its rails into Redding instead of 
Shasta and the gold mines began 
to fail. 
Another boom is now going on 
just up the road from the old 
town of Shasta. Whiskey town 
Reservoir flanks the main high­ 
way. This is part of the Trinity 
River Project, and serves as a 
catch basin for surplus water 
that must be diverted awav 


from the main Trinity Lake 
basin. 
Its creation wiped out the last

Whiskeytown, 
another relic of the 1850’s. 
Sailboaters favor the waters 
of 
Whiskeytown 
Reservoir 
which also has good swimming 
beaches and boat launching 
ramps for pleasure boating and 
for fishermen who go after the 
planted 
rainbow and brown 
trout and large and smallmouth 
black bass. 
Whiskeytown dam is an earth 
and rockfill dam that rises 281 
feet from the creek bottom. 
Campers will find Oak Bottom 
campgrounds, 13 miles west of 
Redding on SSR 229, one of the 
favorite spots for putting up a 
tent. The 20 acres provides 97 
tent sites and is located in the 
Whiskeytown-Shasta-Trinity 
National Recreation Area.

Heismon Trophy Ring

MANHATTAN, Kan. (AP) — 


Don't be surprised if the 
Heisman Trophy remains in the 
Big Eight Conference for the 
second football season in suc- 
cession. 


The 1970 recipient could turn 


out to be Lynn Dickey, the senior 
star of the Kansas State Wild- 
cats. He is regarded by Coach 
Vince Gibson as the greatest 
quarterback he has ever seen. 


"Dickey has the size, 6-4 and 


220,'" Gibson says. "He's got 
courage and poise. Archie 
Manning of Mississippi, Jim 
Plunkett of Stanford and Rex 
Kern of Ohio State are the three 
he's got to beat out for the 
Heisman.

PERNDALE, Wash. (AP) — 


A new two-year community 
college in Whatcom County has 
begun operations with no plans 
for a consolidated campus or a 
set curriculum. 
Classrooms will be rented or 
borrowed as needed for classes 
suggested by anyone with a 
logical proposal, says Dr. Sam 
Kelly, chairman of the trustees 
for Washington State Com- 
munity College District 21. 


Kelly says the idea is born of 


financial reality and a desire to 
put the "community" back into 
the "community college" title. 


"Most community colleges 


make the mistake of ac- 
centuating the word 'college' 
instead of the word 'com- 
munity,' " says Kelly, a 
professor 
of education 
at 


Western Washington State 
College in Bellingham. 


He says the new district will 


arrange for classroom space in 
churches and schools which use 
their facilities only part of the 
time. 


Rent will be paid if necessary, 


although Kelly says he hopes 
costs will be kept to actual ex- 
penses. 


No curriculum or list of 


courses will be available for 
students who want a two-year 
college education either for 
transfer to another college or to 
get a job, Kelly says. 


The educator adds that most 


community colleges "aren't in 
occupational 
training 
and 


retraining 
and community 


service." Classes offered by 
District 21 will serve specific 
goals and not general academic 
ends. 


For example, Kelly says the 


district's first class is a 
volunteer-taught course in 
ambulance driving training. He 
says the need in northwest 
Washington became apparent 
after a fatal accident last year 
when an ambulance by-passed 
one hospital for another farther 
away. 


Tuition costs will be kept low 


by doing without college-owned 
buildings. Some courses will 
have tuition from $20 to $40, he 
says, while others will be free 
with tuitition paid by federal, 
state or private grants. 


Kelly expects industries in the 


area to request some courses 
and then to pay for all costs 
involved so students can attend 
free. 


"It's inevitable we will have to 


have 
some 
central 
ad- 


ministrative facility someday," 
Kelly says, adding that the 
district hopes to keep operating 
from its Ferndale storefront 
office for some time. 


The district now employs a 


full time coordinator and a part- 
time secretary.

College 
Provides 
For Goal 


FERNDALE, Wash. (AP) — 
A new two-year community 
college in Whatcom County has 
begun operations with no plans 
for a consolidated campus or a 
set curriculum. 
Classrooms will be rented or 
borrowed as needed for classes 
suggested by anyone with a 
logical proposal, says Dr. Sam 
Kelly, chairman of the trustees 
for Washington State Com­ 
munity College District 21. 
Kelly says the idea is born of 
financial reality and a desire to 
put the “community” back into 
the “community college” title. 
“ Most community colleges 
make the m istake of ac­ 
centuating the word ‘college’ 
instead of the word ‘com­ 
m unity,’ 
” says Kelly, a 
professor of 
education 
at 
Western Washington 
State 
College in Bellingham. 
He says the new district will 
arrange for classroom space in 
churches and schools which use 
their facilities only part of the 
time. 
Rent will be paid if necessary, 
although Kelly says he hopes 
costs will be kept to actual ex­ 
penses. 
No curriculum or list of 
courses will be available for 
students who want a two-year 
college education either for 
transfer to another college or to 
get a job, Kelly says. 
The educator adds that most 
community colleges “aren’t in 
occupational 
training 
and 
retraining 
and 
community 
service.” Classes offered by 
District 21 will serve specific 
goals and not general academic 
ends. 
For example, Kelly says the 
district’s first class 
is a 
volunteer-taught 
course 
in 
ambulance driving training. He 
says the need in northwest 
Washington became apparent 
after a fatal accident last year 
when an ambulance by-passed 
one hospital for another farther 
away. 
Tuition costs will be kept low 
by doing without college-owned 
buildings. Some courses will 
have tuition from $20 to $40, he 
says, while others will be free 
with tuitition paid by federal, 
state or private grants. 
Kelly expects industries in the 
area to request some courses 
and then to pay for all costs 
involved so students can attend 
free. 
“It’s inevitable we will have to 
have 
some 
central 
ad­ 
ministrative facility someday,” 
| Kelly says, adding that the 
I district hopes to keep operating 
from its Ferndale storefront 
I office for some time. 
The district now employs a 
I full time coordinator and a part- 
time secretary.

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A Decision Of Great Magnitude 


The United States Army Corps of Engineers has issued an 


interim report recommending flood control, water storage and 
recreational enhancement works on Cottonwood Creek in Tehama 
and Shasta Counties, a development which it is to this county's 
interest to give careful and immediate thought to. 


The Corns' South Pacific Division engineer. Brigadier General 


Frank A. Camm, said the report is being referred to the Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors in Washington, D. C., for review. 
What the result of that will be we do not know, of course, but there is 
every reason to believe that it will uphold the district engineer's 
findings. 


The three stated objectives of the proposed Cottonwood Creek 


improvement are all important, but most pressing certainly is 
flcci control. The high water of last winter made that plain. Though 
the iiow from Shasta Dam was no greater than in other high water 
years, the flood stage downriver through Tehama County was one 
of the highest on record. That was because of the inflow from side 
streams, Cottonwood being one of the principal ones. Unusually 
heavy rains south of Shasta Lake made the difference. 


The Corps of Engineers report notes the serious flood problem, 


and points out further that the Cottonwood Creek area itself, as well 
as other parts of the state, has need for additional water. Previous 
to preparation of the report, the Corps' Sacramento District held 
public hearings in Red Bluff in 1965 and in Cottonwood in July of 
this year. Also, it was announced that new information or 
statements may still be submitted to the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors, Washington, D. C., 20315 in time to reach it by 
Oct. 9. 


It is important to all residents of Tehama County, and in 


particular to the residents of the Cottonwood Creek area, that the 
board have all pertinent information to guide its decision. 


The Corps proposes construction of two multi-purpose dam and 


reservoir combinations. One would be at the Dutch Gulch site on 
the North and Middle Forks of Cottonwood Creek. It would be a 268- 
foot high earth-fill structure with a reservoir capacity of 1.1 million 
acre-feet. The other would be at the Tehama site on the South Fork 
of Cottonwood Creek and Dry Creek. It would be a 238-foot high 
earthfill structure with a reservoir capacity of 900,000 acre feet. 
Total cost, based on 1970 prices, is estimated at $168.5 million. It is 
estimated that an additional $5.5 million would be required for 
future recreational faculties. 


The combined projects would provide a new water supply of 


about 40,600 acre-feet each year for local irrigation, and about 
235,000-acre-feet for the state water project. The effect of a project 
of that magnitude on Tehama County is certain to be enormous. It 
cails for careful consideration. But the time appears to be growing 
short when the decisions will be made.

Still Another Bribery Report 
I 
•

WASHINGTON — The tables 


may be turned on Bil Bill 
Dickinson, the rock-iibbed 
Alabama Republican, who 
helped to spearhead the in- 
vestigation of Adam Clayton 
Powell. 
The Harlem congressman was 
bounced out of Congress for 
misconduct uncovered by this 
column. Now we have compiled 
evidence that Dickinson, who 
served on the committee that 
investigated Powell, may have 
violated the bribery and kick- 
back laws himself. 


Here are the facts: 
At a 1968 political rally in 


Andalusia, Ala., Dickinson was 
put in touch with D. R. Jackson, 
Vice President of Spears Ser- 
vice, Inc. The company sought a 
million-dollar contract with Ft. 
Rucker, Ala., to haul gasoline. 


The two men left Andalusia 


together and drove toward 
Montgomery. At a designated 
spot, Dickinson disembarked 
and rode the rest of the way with 
two campaign aides, 
Paul 


Hambrick and John Cantrell. 


Hambrick recalled that the 


congressman, reporting on the 
ride, said Jackson had offered 
him $5,000 if he could get the 
contract for Spears Service. The 
first $1,000 was supposed to be 
paid immediately, according to 
Hambrick, and the remaining 
$4,000 would be paid after the 
contract was signed. 


'FAVORITE CHARITY' 


Dickinson's recollection was 


different. He acknowledged that 
Jackson had asked for help with 
the contract but denied that 
money had been 
mentioned 


during the car ride. The 
congressman said there had 
been talk later of a $5,000 con- 
tribution to "my 
favorite 


charity." 


Jackson, discussing the ride 


with my associate, Les Whitten, 
said: "The congressmpn made 
no promises, but said he would 
lend his assistance to me." 
Cantrell, the only other witness, 
couldn't be located. 


Everyone agreed that the 


$1,000 
downpayment 
was 


received. Cantrell arranged to 
pick it up from Jackson at a 
service station outside Lapine, 
Ala., and drove to the ren- 
dezvous with the congressman's 
then-secretary, Melba Wells. 
There, Jackson explained that 
he hadn't been able to raise the 
money. But a few days later, he 
gave Cantrell a $1,000 check 
made out to cash. 


Confronted with the evidence, 


Jackson admitted the check had 
been contributed "in behalf of 
the company." He explained 
frankly; "We were interested in 
getting 
representation 
in 


Washington in case we needed to 
protest about the contract. We 
wanted to be sure if push-came- 
to-shove that we could get a fair 
hearing on the contract."

Fringe Benefits Up

If anything is more likely to 


rise than taxes it appears to be 
payroll fringe benefits, as they 
are called. Experience in the 
past 20 years shows that taxes 
don't always rise annually. But 
the record shows benefits do. 


In fact, so large a portion of 


payrolls consists of indirect 
payments 
that 
the 
word 


"fringe" 
has 
become 
a 


misnomer 
and 
the 
word 


"benefit" is beginning to sound 
as dated as corporate pater- 
nalism. 


T^p latest survey of the 


situation 
by the National 


Chamber of Commeice shows 
that benefits now average 27.9 
per cent of employer payrolls, 
which is to say that more than a 
quarter of your income may not 
show up in your paycheck. 


The sharp contrasts from one 


company to another in the 
amount of such compensations 
make 
salary 
comparisons 


almost meaningless these days, 
and often disguise tremendous 
advantages and disadvantages 
in certain companies. 


Many couples who wonder 


why their neighbor seems to do 
so much better on the same 
salary, for example, may find 
the answer lies in a free com- 
pany car, pension, life and 
health insurance, profit-sharing, 
bonuses, product discounts, free 
education and so on. 


The Chamber survey, which is 


made once every two years and 


involves more than 1,000 
companies, 
shows 
such 


payments through 1969 were up 
330 per cent in 20 years, and 19 
per cent since the previous 
survey year of 1967. 


In 1949, the companies in- 


volved reported they paid $477 in 
benefits per worker. In 1969, this 
figure had risen to $2,052 for 
each employe. 


The biggest increase, as might 


be expected, was in Social 
Security contributions which, 
being legislated, have little to do 
directly 
with 
corporate 


generosity. In 1949, the tab to 
companies was $27 a worker; in 
1969, 
the figure was $335, a 1,141 


per cent rise. 


Unemployment compensation 


and workmen's compensation, 
also legislated, were up sub- 
stantially, but some of the 
biggest increases were in 
pensions, insurance, vacations 
and 
other 
voluntary 


arrangements. 


Some of the increases may be 


attributed to the long and strong 
economic surge of the 1960s that 
forced companies to compete 
more imaginatively for skilled 
workers, but that tells only part 
of the story. 


Collective bargaining has a 


great deal to do with the rise. So 
has the growing recognition of 
workers that, as a social unit, 
their company can supply many 
services, such as insurance, that 
could 
not 
be 
afforded 


separately. 


Show Growing Participation 


Mexican Americans living in 


the United States show growing 
participation in our society, 
according to a four-year study at 
UCLA. Their potential for 
assimilation has increased 
despite a history of rejection by 
the general population. 


The study has just been 


published under the title The 
Mexican American People: The 
Nation's 
Second 
Largest 


Minority by the Free Press, New 
York.

As Hambrick 
remembered it, he delivered the 
cash to Dickinson at the airport 
as the congressman was about 
to fly off on a congressional 
junket. Hambrick said the 
congressman thrust the money 
into his pocket. 


"He could have given me a 


wad of money," conceded 
Dickinson, "But I have no 
memory of it." He said the 
$1,000 had been a campaign 
contribution and suggested it 
wasn't unusual to hold a check 
until after the election to pay 
late campaign bills. 


The 
amiable 
Alabama 


legislator also admitted he had 
used his position on the powerful 
House 
Armed 
Services 


Committee to get the million - 
dollar contract for Spears 
Service. He said he had sent 
Jackson to talk with counsel 
Jack Reddan, who handles 
military investigations for the 
committee and, therefore, has 
power of intimidation over the 
Pentagon. 


The congressman's aides also 


contacted both the Pentagon and 
Ft. Rucker in behalf of Spears 
Service. All this was the kind of 
help, Dickinson said, that he 
would give any constituent. He 
also insisted there was no 
connection between the $1,000 
payment and his efforts to aid 
the company. 


VIOLATIONS OF LAW 


It is against the law for a 


congressman to accept money 
for helping anyone with their 
problems before the federal 
government. Jackson's $1,000 
offering is nowhere recorded as 
a campaign contribution. In any 
event, it is also against the law 
for 
corporations to 
make 


campaign 
contributions 
to 


congressmen. 


Dickinson admitted, further, 


that he had raised the govern- 
ment salaries of certain staff 
members to cover their travel, 
hotel, restaurant and other 
expenses. He acknowledged that 
Hambrick, for example, had 
been given a salary boost to pay 
campaign expenses in 1968. 


It was outlined to Hambrick in 


a letter that he was to be paid 
about $1,300 a month — $1,000 of 
it as salary, the rest to reim- 
burse him for expenses. Most of 
his expenses during the 1968 
campaign 
were 
strictly 


political. On one occasion, he 
attended a Republican seminar. 
His salary for that month was 
raised enough to cover this extra 
expense, then lowered back to 
the regular sum. 


The salaries that are paid to 


congressional employes belong 
to them and, under the law, 
cannot be returned in any form 
to the congressman. Political 
payments, for example, 
are 


specifically prohibited by the 
kickback law. 


It looks as if Congressman 


Dickinson may have some ex- 
plaining to do to the Justice 
Department.

pendix, the gall bladder is a 
functioning o r g a n It is a 
small sac, shaped like a pear, 
and lies beneath the liver m 


the upper right-hand part of 
the abdomen. 


Bile, which is produced in 


the liver, is one of the most 
important factors in the diges- 
tion of foods, especially fatty 
ones. The gall bladder acts as 
a small storage space for bile, 
distributing it as it is needed 
and passing it directly into the 
intestine by way of a tube 
called the "common bile duct." 


When the gall bladder de- 


velops stones or is the seat of 
chronic inflammation, surgery 
may be necessary. When it is 
removed, bile passes directly 
from the liver to the intestine, 
and continues to perform its 
important task of the digestion 
of food. 


It may well be that, thou- 


sands of years from now, the 
gall bladder, like the appendix, 
may become an organ which 
is dispensable.

The United States Army Corps of Engineers has issued an 
interim report recommending flood control, water storage and 
recreational enhancement works on Cottonwood Creek in Tehama 
and Shasta Counties, a development which it is to this county’s 
interest to give careful and immediate thought to. 


The Coros’ South Pacific Division engineer. Brigadier General 
Frank A. Camm, said the report is being referred to the Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors in Washington, D. C., for review. 
What the result of that will be we do not know, of course, but there is 
every reason to believe that it will uphold the district engineer’s 
findings. 


The three stated objectives of the proposed Cottonwood Creek 
improvement are all important, but most pressing certainly is 
flood control. The high water of last winter made that plain. Though 
the flow from Shasta Dam was no greater than in other high water 
years, the flood stage downriver through Tehama County was one 
of the highest on record. That was because of the inflow from side 
streams, Cottonwood being one of the principal ones. Unusually 
heavy rains south of Shasta Lake made the difference. 


The Corps of Engineers report notes the serious flood problem, 
and points out further that the Cottonwood Creek area itself, as well 
as other parts of the state, has need for additional water. Previous 
to preparation of the report, the Corps’ Sacramento District held 
public hearings in Red Bluff in 1965 and in Cottonwood in July of 
this year. Also, it was announced that new information or 
statements may still be submitted to the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors, Washington, D. C., 20315 in time to reach it by 
Oct. 9. 


It is important to all residents of Tehama County, and in 
particular to the residents of the Cottonwood Creek area, that the 
board have all pertinent information to guide its decision. 


The Corps proposes construction of two multi-purpose dam and 
reservoir combinations. One would be at the Dutch Gulch site on 
the North and Middle Forks of Cottonwood Creek. It would be a 268- 
foot high earth-fill structure with a reservoir capacity of l.l million 
acre-feet. The other would be at the Tehama site on the South Fork 
of Cottonwood Creek and Dry Creek. It would be a 238-foot high 
earthfill structure with a reservoir capacity of 900,000 acre feet. 
Total cost, based on 1970 prices, is estimated at $168.5 million. It is 
estimated that an additional $5.5 million would be required for 
future recreational facilities. 


The combined projects would provide a new water supply of 
about 40,600 acre-feet each year for local irrigation, and about 
235,000-acre-feet for the state water project. The effect of a project 
of that magnitude on Tehama County is certain to be enormous. It 
caiis for careful consideration. But the time appears to be growing 
short when the decisions will be made.

WASHINGTON — The tables 
may be turned on Bi'? Bill 
Dickinson, the rock-ribbed 
Alabama 
Republican, 
who 
helped to spearhead the in­ 
vestigation of Adam Clayton 
Powell. 
The Harlem congressman was 
bounced out of Congress for 
misconduct uncovered by this 
column. Now we have compiled 
evidence that Dickinson, who 
served on the committee that 
investigated Powell, may have 
violated the bribery and kick- 
back laws himself. 
Here are the facts: 
At a 1968 political rally in 
Andalusia, Ala., Dickinson was 
put in touch with D. R. Jackson, 
Vice President of Spears Ser­ 
vice, Inc. The company sought a 
million-dollar contract with Ft. 
Rucker, Ala., to haul gasoline. 
The two men left Andalusia 
together and drove toward 
Montgomery. At a designated 
spot, Dickinson disembarked 
and rode the rest of the way with 
two campaign aides, Paul 
Hambrick and John Cantrell. 
Ham brick recalled that the 
congressman, reporting on the 
ride, said Jackson had offered 
him $5,000 if he could get the 
contract for Spears Service. The 
first $1,000 was supposed to be 
paid immediately, according to 
Hambrick, and the remaining 
$4,000 would be paid after the 
contract was signed. 


‘FAVORITE CHARITY’ 
Dickinson’s recollection was 


different. He acknowledged that 
Jackson had asked for help with 
the contract but denied that 
money had been mentioned 
during the car ride. 
The 
congressman said there had 
been talk later of a $5,000 con­ 
tribution to “ my favorite 
charity.” 
Jackson, discussing the ride 
with my associate, Les Whitten, 
said: ‘‘The congressmen made 
no promises, but said he would 
lend his assistance to me.” 
Cantrell, the only other witness, 
couldn’t be located. 
Everyone agreed that the 
$1,000 
downpayment 
was 
received. Cantrell arranged to 
pick it up from Jackson at a 
service station outside Lapine, 
Ala., and drove to the ren­ 
dezvous with the congressman’s 
then-secretary, Melba Wells. 
There, Jackson explained that 
he hadn’t been able to raise the 
money. But a few days later, he 
gave Cantrell a $1,000 check 
made out to cash. 
Confronted with the evidence, 
Jackson admitted the check had 
been contributed ‘‘in behalf of 
the company.” He explained 
frankly; “We were interested in 
getting 
representation 
in 
Washington in case we needed to 
protest about the contract. We 
wanted to be sure if push-came- 
to-shove that we could get a fair 
hearing on the contract.”

Fringe Benefits Up

If anything is more likely to 
rise than taxes it appears to be 
payroll fringe benefits, as they 
are called. Experience in the 
past 20 years shows that taxes 
don’t always rise annually. But 
the record shows benefits do. 
In fact, so large a portion of 
payrolls consists of indirect 
payments 
that 
the 
word 
“ fringe” 
has 
become 
a 
misnomer 
and 
the 
word 
“benefit” is beginning to sound 
as dated as corporate pater­ 
nalism. 
The latest survey of the 
situation 
by 
the 
National 
Chamber of Commerce shows 
that benefits now average 27.9 
per cent of employer payrolls, 
which is to say that more than a 
quarter of your income may not 
show up in your paycheck. 
The sharp contrasts from one 
company to another in the 
amount of such compensations 
make 
salary 
comparisons 
almost meaningless these days, 
and often disguise tremendous 
advantages and disadvantages 
in certain companies. 
Many couples who wonder 
why their neighbor seems to do 
so much better on the same 
salary, for example, may find 
the answer lies in a free com­ 
pany car, pension, life and 
health insurance, profit-sharing, 
bonuses, product discounts, free 
education and so on. 
The Chamber survey, which is 
made once every two years and 


involves 
more 
than 
1,000 
companies, 
shows 
such 
payments through 1969 were up 
330 per cent in 20 years, and 19 
per cent since the previous 
survey year of 1967. 
In 1949, the companies in­ 
volved reported they paid $477 in 
benefits per worker. In 1969, this 
figure had risen to $2,052 for 
each employe. 
The biggest increase, as might 
be expected, was in Social 
Security contributions which, 
being legislated, have little to do 
directly 
with 
corporate 
generosity. In 1949, the tab to 
companies was $27 a worker; in 
1969, the figure was $335, a 1,141 
per cent rise. 


Unemployment compensation 
and workmen’s compensation, 
also legislated, were up sub­ 
stantially, but some of the 
biggest increases were in 
pensions, insurance, vacations 
and 
other 
voluntary 
arrangements. 
Some of the increases may be 
attributed to the long and strong 
economic surge of the 1960s that 
forced companies to compete 
more imaginatively for skilled 
workers, but that tells only part 
of the story. 
Collective bargaining has a 
great deal to do with the rise. So 
has the growing recognition of 
workers that, as a social unit, 
their company can supply many 
services, such as insurance, that 
could 
not 
be 
afforded 
separately. 


Show Growing Participation 


Mexican Americans living in 
the United States show growing 
participation in our society, 
according to a four-year study at 
UCLA. Their potential for 
assimilation has increased 
despite a history of rejection by 
the general population. 
The study has just been 
published under the title The 
Mexican American People: The 
Nation’s 
Second 
Largest 


Minority by the Free Press, New 
York.

As Hambrick 
remembered it, he delivered the 
cash to Dickinson at the airport 
as the congressman was about 
to fly off on a congressional 
junket. Hambrick said the 
congressman thrust the money 
into his pocket. 
“He could have given me a 
wad of money,” conceded 
Dickinson, “But I have no 
memory of it.” He said the 
$1,000 had been a campaign 
contribution and suggested it 
wasn’t unusual to hold a check 
until after the election to pay 
late campaign bills. 
The 
amiable 
Alabama 
legislator also admitted he had 
used his position on the powerful 
House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee to get the million - 
dollar contract for Spears 
Service. He said he had sent 
Jackson to talk with counsel 
Jack Reddan, who handles 
military investigations for the 
committee and, therefore, has 
power of intimidation over the 
Pentagon. 
The congressman’s aides also 
contacted both the Pentagon and 
Ft. Rucker in behalf of Spears 
Service. All this was the kind of 
help, Dickinson said, that he 
would give any constituent. He 
also insisted there was no 
connection between the $1,000 
payment and his efforts to aid 
the company. 


VIOLATIONS OF LAW 
It is against the law for a 


congressman to accept money 
for helping anyone with their 
problems before the federal 
government. Jackson’s $1,000 
offering is nowhere recorded as 
a campaign contribution. In any 
event, it is also against the law 
for 
corporations 
to make 
campaign contributions 
to 
congressmen. 
Dickinson admitted, further, 
that he had raised the govern­ 
ment salaries of certain staff 
members to cover their travel, 
hotel, restaurant and other 
expenses. He acknowledged that 
Hambrick, for example, had 
been given a salary boost to pay 
campaign expenses in 1968. 


It was outlined to Hambrick in 
a letter that he was to be paid 
about $1,300 a month — $1,000 of 
it as salary, the rest to reim­ 
burse him for expenses. Most of 
his expenses during the 1968 
campaign 
were 
strictly 
political. On one occasion, he 
attended a Republican seminar. 
His salary for that month was 
raised enough to cover this extra 
expense, then lowered back to 
the regular sum. 
The salaries that are paid to 
congressional employes belong 
to them and, under the law, 
cannot be returned in any form 
to the congressman. Political 
payments, for example, are 
specifically prohibited by the 
kickback law. 
It looks as if Congressman 
Dickinson may have some ex­ 
plaining to do to the Justice 
Department.

When the gall bladder is 
surgically r e m o v e d , what 
takes its place? Is it like the 
appendix w h i c h no longer 
serves a purpose in the hu­ 
man?

Dear Mr. N.: Unlike the ap­ 
pendix, the gall bladder is a 
functioning o r g a n . It is a 
small sac, shaped like a pear, 
and lies beneath the liver in 


the upper right-hand part of 
the abdomen. 
Bile, which is produced in 
the liver, is one of the most 
important factors in the diges­ 
tion of foods, especially fatty 
ones. The gall bladder acts as 
a small storage space for bile, 
distributing it as it is needed 
and passing it directly into the 
intestine by way of a tube 
called the "common bile duct.’’ 
When the gall bladder de­ 
velops stones or is the seat of 
chronic inflammation, surgery 
may be necessary. When it is 
removed, bile passes directly 
from the liver to the intestine, 
and continues to perform its 
important task of the digestion 
of food. 
It may well be that, thou­ 
sands of years from now, the 
gall bladder, like the appendix, 
may become an organ which 
is dispensable.

Dear Sir: 
I would take exception to Mr. 
Duval’s letter which questions 
the motives of four churches in 
Red Bluff cooperating in the 
Interdenominational Education 
Academy (I.D.E.A.). I cannot 
speak for the Board of I.D.E.A. 
or for other persons involved, 
but I would like to express my 
own feelings on the matter. 
Several specific charges are 
made. 
It is true that a registration 
fee is charged. This is to make 
the school as self-supporting as 
possible. 
To imply that the 
churches would discriminate 
against anyone for any reason is 
unthinkable. To my knowledge 
no one has been refused ad­ 
mission, or would be, if the fee 
would cause financial hardship. 
Students are tested to discover 
how much they know about the 
Bible and about their churches. 
This is to indicate where one 
should begin in teaching the 
pupils. I would rather not speak 
to them in terms they could not 
understand. As far as the Bible 
itself being used, to think 
otherwise is ridiculous. All of 
the great questions concerning 
life and redemption, and our 
relationship with God will be 
faced in time. 
There always seem to be those 
who are “against” anything that 
brings Christians together. This 
is an easy and sometimes 
popular position to take. 
The 
difficult 
way 
is 
to 
face 
realistically the task of church 
work in these changing times, in 
this case the education of our 
church youth in the Christian 
life. 
These churches are 
working together because ef­ 
forts in other communities have 
proved this to be an effective 
method of Christian education. 
Those involved in it locally are 
convinced that it is the best and 
most significant method for our 
situation here. I am sure that 
any individual involved in the 
I.D.E.A. would be most happy to 
answer any sincere question 
that any person might have 
about it. 
Again, speaking for myself, I 
am sure the leaders of i.D.E.A. 
are not trying to enforce any one 
tradition, or doctrine, or in­ 


terpretation of the Bible cn 
anyone. I would insist on my 
right to interpret the Bible for 
myself, and would be willing to 
grant the same freedom to 
others. I am sure this would be 
unacceptable to the evangelist. 
We are, however, trying con­ 
sciously to demonstrate the 
specific commandment of Christ 
“to love one another.” 
John 15:17 
I think it can be shown that the 
Church of Christ divided from 
the Christian Church years ago 
over 
the 
question 
of 
in­ 
strumental music and structural 
organization. Even more basic 
was this legalistic view of 
biblical interpretation. 
Since 
then they have continued to split 
among themselves over the 
same questions, simply because 
they did not agree as to what the 
Bible had to say about these and 
other matters. I doubt that any 
one individual or church is 
completely right all the time. 
The coming together of our four 
churches through I.D.E.A. 
demonstrates not only our belief 
in the will of Christ that

together; 
but also how the 
religious freedom guaranteed in 
our country is a thing that can 
join Christians and not divide 
them. 
I have a friend whose favorite

aren’t you the only church?” 
Seriously though, I would like 
to end this letter by quoting a 
slogan which goes deep in 
Church of Christ tradition, and 
which I am sure Elder Duval 
has quoted numbers of times, 
“We are not the only Christians, 
but Christians only.”

Parents Soy Pressure 
Used To Give Drugs 
To Problem Children 


By BROOKS JACKSON 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


witnesses told Congress today 
some school officials have 
harassed and pressured parents 
for permission to give drugs to 
problem children. 


They testified before a House 


privacy subcommittee looking 
into the use of amphetamine to 
treat overactive children — as 
many as 300,000 of them by the 
estimate of one federal mental 
health official. 


The drugs are medically 


accepted in treating a children's 
nerve disorder known as 
hyperactivity or minimal brain 
disfunction — the problem child 
syndrome.

Gallagher, D-N. J., said in a 
prepared opening remarks he 
wanted to find if drugs are being 
used to quiet normal children 
who appear fidgety because 
they are bored.

in his prepared testimony that 
parents there had been coerced 
by techniques including threats 
that their children would be 
expelled unless they agreed to 
drugs. 


He said officials would refer 


parents to doctors who would 
make the desired prescription. 


Mrs. Daniel Youngs of In- 


dianapolis said she and her 
husband left Little Rock, Ark., 
in 1966 after a three-year 
"nightmare." 
Officials 


pressured them to permit their 
two grade-school children to be 
given drugs in an experimental 
program run by the University 
of Arkansas Medical Center, she 
said in her prepared statement. 


Mrs. Youngs said school of- 


ficials, not doctors, diagnosed 
her son and daughter as having 
learning disabilities and pleaded 
with them repeatedly to submit 
them to drug treatment. 


The couple's home was 


watched, she said, and both 
children were given extra work. 


The family left two weeks 


before the end of the school year 
after officials threatened to go to 
court for permission to use 
drugs on the children, she said.

Legislation designed to give the 
nation's consumers influence 
inside the federal government 
has been approved by a Senate 
panel. 


In its final form, the measure 


was short of what some con- 
sumers groups had wanted, but 
it is still likely to provoke a fight 
on the Senate floor. 


The compromise bill approved 


Monday by the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee 
would create a White House 
Council of Consumer Advisors 
as a policy-making body for a 


new and independent consumer 
protection agency. 


"For the first time in the 


history of the country, the 
consumer will have both a voice 
and an advocate in the govern- 
ment," said Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., chairman of 
the Government Operations 
subcommittee which wrote the 
bill. 


As approved, any member can 


make amendments to the bill in 
final debate. 


Ribicoff said the government 


advocacy would likely prod 
regulatory agencies, such as the 
Federal Trade Commission, into 


actions to protect consumers 
which, he said, they have been 
reluctant to undertake in the 
past. 


In'its final form, the bill was 


shorn of a section creating a 
consumer fraud division in the 
Justice Department. 


Ribicoff said that a bill 


allowing individual consumers 
to sue in federal court was 
hopelessly bottled 
in 
the 


Senate's Judiciary Committee 
making the work for a new fraud 
division moot at this time. 


A committee amendment by 


Sen. 
Jacob Javits, R-N. Y., 


would require the new consumer 


agency to protect industrial 
trade secrets and another 
sponsored by Sen. Charles 
Percy, R-I11., would forbid it 
from making any disclosures or 
statements rating one product 
as better than another. 


But Ribicoff said the con- 


sumer agency, if written into 
law, will for the first time give 
the individual citizen the power 
that he charged influential in- 
dustrial and commercial groups 
have often usurped before 
regulatory agencies. 


In other action, the committee 


approved a bill giving more 
power to the General Ac- 


counting Office often dubbed the 
watchdog of Congress. 


This bill, which would rename 


the GAO the "Office of the 
Comptroller of the United 
States," calls on it to review on- 
going federal programs in order 
to catch lapses before the point 
of no return. 


The bill allows for the settling 


of possible future disputes 
between the U. S. Attorney 
General 
and 
Comptroller 


General over such problems as 
the legality of the so-called 
Philadelphia Plan for minority 
hiring in the construction in- 
dustry. 


"They will now be able to go 


into court and settle the 
question," the committee said in 
its report.

Legislation designed to give the 
nation’s consumers influence 
inside the federal government 
has been approved by a Senate 
panel. 
In its final form, the measure 
was short of what some con­ 
sumers groups had wanted, but 
it is still likely to provoke a fight 
on the Senate floor. 
The compromise bill approved 
Monday by the Senate Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee 
would create a White House 
Council of Consumer Advisors 
as a policy-making body for a 


new and independent consumer 
protection agency. 
“For the first time in the 
history of the country, the 
consumer will have both a voice 
and an advocate in the govern­ 
ment,” said Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., chairman of 
the Government Operations 
subcommittee which wrote the 
bill. 
As approved, any member can 
make amendments to the bill in 
final debate. 
Ribicoff said the government 
advocacy would likely prod 
regulatory agencies, such as the 
Federal Trade Commission, into 


actions to protect consumers 
which, he said, they have been 
reluctant to undertake in the 
past. 
In its final form, the bill was 
shorn of a section creating a 
consumer fraud division in the 
Justice Department. 
Ribicoff said that a bill 
allowing individual consumers 
to sue in federal court was 
hopelessly 
bottled 
in 
the 
Senate’s Judiciary Committee 
making the work for a new fraud 
division moot at this time. 
A committee amendment by 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N. Y., 
would require the new consumer 


agency to protect industrial 
trade secrets and another 
sponsored by Sen. Charles 
Percy, R-Ill., would forbid it 
from making any disclosures or 
statements rating one product 
as better than another. 
But Ribicoff said the con­ 
sumer agency, if written into 
law, will for the first time give 
the individual citizen the power 
that he charged influential in­ 
dustrial and commercial groups 
have often usurped before 
regulatory agencies. 
In other action, the committee 
approved a bill giving more 
power to the General Ac­ 


counting Office often dtibbed the 
watchdog of Congress. 
This bill, which would rename 
the GAO the “Office of the 
Comptroller of the United 
States,” calls on it to review on­ 
going federal programs in order 
to catch lapses before the point 
of no return. 
The bill allows for the settling 
of possible future disputes 
between the U. S. Attorney 
General 
and 
Comptroller 
General over such problems as 
the legality of the so-called 
Philadelphia Plan for minority 
hiring in the construction in­ 
dustry. 


“They will now be able to go 
into court and settle the 
question,” the committee said in 
its report.

face like old strawberry fields in 
those small Texas towns you 
pass through on the way to 
Albuquerque. 


But he wasn't part of the 


earth, not really. He was an old 
man sitting in a park by the lake 
with a heart and a mind and feet 
that must have at one time or 
another raced after a freight 
train to ride up the line to a 
woman or a job or a place he 
didn't know — going to just for 
the hell of it.

face like old strawberry fields in 
those small Texas towns you 
pass through on the way to 
Albuquerque.
